General Practitioners and Sight-testing 
Organizations 


We drew attention in this column last week to the 
attempts which are being made by sight-testing organiza- 
tions to imitate the National Eye Service by adopting a 
name resembling that of the National Ophthalmic Treat- 
ment Board. We mentioned that ophthalmic surgeons 
had been approached with requests to allow suitable cases 
to be referred to them. It now appears that general 
practitioners have also been approached and a fee of 
7s. 6d. offered them in respect of each patient referred. 
It should not be necessary to remind practitioners that 
this procedure is unethical, and that the only course open 
to them is to ignore any representations of this kind. 
Ample facilities exist through the medium of the National 
Eye Service for all persons entitled to ophthalmic benefit, 
and for others of a defined economic status, to receive 
examination and a prescription for glasses, if required, 
at a reduced fee.

A meeting of the Northern Ireland Branch was held at Belfast 
on February 6th, when Dr. W. Lyle was in the chair and 
there was a very large attendance of members and ladies. 

Mr. S. T. Irwin gave an address on ‘‘ The Trip to Australia 
and Back with the British Medical Association.’’ Mr. Irwin 
illustrated his remarks with a selection of about 120 lantern 
slides made from photographs taken on the journey. Not the 
least interesting part of the address were the stories of former 
residents of Ulster who had settled in many of the districts 
through which the party passed. Here kindness was over- 
whelming. There were stories, too, of friends who had 
travelled many miles to meet companions of other days. Mr. 
Irwin proved, as always, an admirable lecturer, and he kept 
his audience interested throughout. Mr. A. B. MitrcHerr 
proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Irwin for his address ; this 
was seconded by Dr. Foster Coates and passed enthusiastically. 


YORKSHIRE BRANCH: WAKEFIELD, PONTEFRACT, AND 
CASTLEFORD DIVISION 


At a meeting of the Wakefield, Pontefract, and Castleford 
Division, held at Wakefield on February 6th, with Mr. J. T. 
BLACKBURN in the chair, Dr. H. G. GARLAND gave an address 
on ‘‘ Recent Advances in the Investigation and Treatment of 
Nervous Diseases.’’ Dr. Garland said that lumbar puncture 
was of the greatest value in diagnosis of spinal compression, 
and a recently discovered cause of this condition was prolapse 
or herniation of portions of the intervertebral disk. Knowledge 
of lesions of the nucleus pulposus was recent. Herniation of 
this structure might occur with or without spinal injury, and 
the resulting spinal compression might be gradual or very 
rapid. The lecturer referred to the use of lumbar puncture 
in the treatment of such conditions as hypertensive encephalo- 
pathy, uraemia, and barbiturate poisoning. The use of en- 
cephalography in the treatment of certain post-concussive 
syndromes was mentioned. He also reviewed the present-day 
knowledge of the treatment of subacute combined degenera- 
tion. The prognosis in this condition had, he thought, 
changed for the better, and striking results might be seen 
following prolonged intramuscular liver therapy. Cases were 
mentioned illustrating how life could be saved by the use of 
physostigmine or prostigmine. The meeting closed with a 
vote of thanks to Dr. Garland for his excellent address.
